Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths, 
with  the  result  that  the  death  rate  fell  from  22.6  to  17.9  per 
thousand.  The  corrected  rate  (the  rate  which  the  District  would 
have  if  the  population  was  of  the  same  age  structure  as  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole)  is  9.7,  compared  with  11.3  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  births  were  up  by  72,  but  even  so  deaths  exceeded 
births  by  173.  This  is  inevitable  in  a  District  which  has  over  30% 
of  its  population  over  65  years  of  age. 

In  his  Annual  Report  on  the  Geriatric  Service  in  the  Worthing 
Hospital  Group,  Dr.  Franks  draws  attention  to  the  loneliness 
amongst  the  elderly  and  how  this  can  lead  to  depression  and  neglect 
of  their  health.  In  Worthing  Rural  District  there  are  207  males 
aged  65  and  over,  and  1,480  females  aged  60  and  over,  living  alone. 
A  new  Association,  the  Worthing  and  District  Association  for 
Mental  Health,  has  come  into  being  with  one  of  its  main  objects  as 
preventive  medicine  in  order  to  help  those  older  persons  who  require 
assistance.  The  public  can  help  a  lot  if  they  will  all  realise  that 
mental  illness  is  a  sickness  just  as  much  as  any  other  which  is  treated 
in  General  Hospitals,  but  that  these  patients  need  their  aid  much 
more;  in  helping  them  to  face  the  difficulties  of  living. 

There  are  a  number  of  screening  testa  one  can  carry  out  to  try 
and  find  trouble  before  it  has  begun  to  worry  the  individual.  Some 
of  these  are  particularly  useful  in  older  people.  Many  make  use 
of  the  Mass  X-ray  Service.  During  the  year  a  diabetic  screening 
survey  with  a  group  of  general  practitioners  was  completed.  Eight 
unknown  diabetics  were  discovered,  but,  equally  important,  we 
learnt  which  patients  were  “at  risk”  and  required  observation  in 
the  future. 

I  wish  to  thank  most  sincerely  all  the  Officers  of  the  Council 
and  others,  including  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  have  pro- 
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vided  me  with  information  for  inclusion  in  this  Report,  and  also 
to  thank  Miss  Woodroffe,  who  has  assisted  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  last  thirty-three  years  and  made  his  task  very 
much  easier. 

As  always,  Mr.  Oates  has  supervised'  the  day  to  day  inspection 
of  the  District  in  exemplary  fashion.

Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private 
nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate 
charges. 

Mass  Radiography  Units  are  stationed  at  Portsmouth  and 
Brighton. 

Chest  Clinics. 

Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  Worthing  Hospital  and  Southlands 
Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea,  which  are  available  to  all  residents  in 
the  Worthing  Rural  District. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Residents  may  attend  Clinics  at  Worthing  Hospital,  St. 
Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichester,  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
Brighton,  or  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth.

The  W.V.S.  provide  a  Meals-on-Wheels  service  for  old  people. 
The  western  area  is  covered  from  Littlehampton  and  the  eastern 
area  from  Lancing.  At  Lancing  meals  are  provided  at  Chesham 
House  where  a  total  of  15,183  were  prepared,  of  which  7,921  were 
delivered  to  old  people  in  their  homes  and  7,262  were  consumed  at 
Chesham  House.

Mortuary 

The  Rural  District  Council  provide  a  Mortuary  at  Lancing. 
This  mortuary  provides  the  basic  essentials  only  and  falls  far  short 
of  the  requirements  of  an  ideal  modern  mortuary.  The  expense 
involved  would  hardly  be  justified  in  a  mortuary  with  such  a  small 
throughput. 

The  number  of  bodies  entering  the  mortuary  during  the  year 
was  21. 

Medical  Examination  of  Staff. 

Fourteen  examinations  were  carried  out  for  Superannuation 
purposes.

Section  47 

Action  was  necessary  in  the  case  of  one  lady  in  her  early  sixties. 
This  lady  lived  alone  with  many  birds  and  cats.  She  had  become 
progressively  weaker  until  she  could  not  get  up  and  down  stairs 
so  she  contacted  the  Police  for  help  for  her  birds,  not  for  herself. 
The  Police  realised  her  helpless  state  and  called  in  a  local  doctor 
as  she  had  no  doctor  of  her  own.  This  doctor  contacted  me.  As 
the  house  was  in  such  an  insanitary  state  and  I  considered  she  was 
likely  to  die  if  she  remained  without  treatment  and  proper  care, 
which  she  could  not  get  in  her  own  house,  I  asked  a  Magistrate  to 
come  and  see  the  situation.  The  Magistrate  signed  an  Order  for 
her  removal. 

In  hospital  it  was  discovered  that  the  lady  had  pernicious 
anaemia,  with  a  Hb  of  11%.  With  treatment  she  made  a  good 
recovery  and  in  due  course  returned  home,  where  nurses  are  now 
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calling,  regularly.  Whilst  she  was  in  hospital  the  whole  of  her  home 
was  thoroughly  cleansed,  large  quantities  of  rubbish  and  other  use. 
less  material  was  removed  and  a  certain  amount  of  secondhand 
furniture  was  provided  in  replacement  of  that  removed,  so  that  the 
premises  were  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition  on  her  return.

Brighton  Corporation  supply  the  Parish  of  Lancing,  the  North- 
West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  supply  the  Parish  of  Houghton  and 
a  small  part  of  the  Parish  of  Findon.  The  Fitzalan  Howard  Estates 
Company  Limited  supply  Burphm,  Warningcamp  and  South  Stoke, 
and  the  Worthing  Corporation  Undertaking  the  remaining  12 
Parishes  except  the  Parish  of  Coombes  which  has  a  private  supply, 
and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Rustington  which  has  a  private  mains 
supply  from  the  Rustington  Sea  Estate. 

The  water  provided  by  these  Authorities  is  satisfactory  both 
as  to  quality  and  quantity,  except  for  the  excessive  hardness  and 
high  chloride  content  of  the  Rustington  Sea  Estate  supply.

Before  being  put  into  use 
further  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Chemical  .  26  chemical  samples  showed  average  hard¬ 

ness  of  245  p.p.m. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  samples,  daily  tests  were  carried  out 
at  Burpham  both  before  and'  after  treatment. 

North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board: 

Numerous  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the  year 
which  were  all  satisfactory.

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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

(a)  Western  Area. 

The  existing  gravitational  sewers  serving  the  Parishes  of  East 
Preston,  Angmering,  Rustington,  Kingston  and  Ferring  drain  to 
fourteen  Ejector  Stations  and  three  Pumping  Stations,  which  deliver 
the  sewage  to  storage  tanks  where  it  is  screened,  macerated  and 
discharged  to  sea  on  the  ebb  tide  at  a  point  500  yards  below  high 
water  mark. 

The  pumping  systems  and  disposal  works  were  installed  over 
30  years  ago,  and  by  reason  of  increasing  flows  are  now  working  to 
capacity.  As  a  result,  the  Council  is  now  considering  alternative 
schemes  for  new  disposal  works  or  sea  outfall  together  with  the 
enlargement  and  modernisation  of  all  pumping  plant  and  mains. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  pumping  station  has  been  con¬ 
structed  at  Roundstone  to  accept  the  flows  from  land  recently 
released  for  development  in  that  area. 

(b)  Eastern  Area. 

The  sewers  and  subsidiary  pumping  stations  serving  the  Parish 
of  Lancing  drain  to  the  main  pumping  station  at  Old  Salts  which 
delivers  the  sewage  to  the  Worthing  Corporation  disposal  works 
where,  after  treatment,  it  is  discharged  to  sea. 

The  pumping  plant  at  Old  Salts  which  was  installed  over  35 
years  ago  has  been  working  to  capacity  and!  has  now  been  replaced 
with  larger  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  all  flows.  The  Lancing 
Park  pumping  station  is  now  working  to  capacity  and  in  view  of 
the  very  considerable  additional  flows  anticipated  from  the  Lancing 
Carriage  Works  site  development,  it  is  possible  that  a  completely 
new  station  may  be  required. 

Subsidiary  pumping  stations  at  Hasler,  Kiama  and  Wenceling, 
Brighton  Road,  have  been  modernised  and  the  pumping  plant 
enlarged  to  deal  with  the  heavier  flows  now  being  received. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  House  Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  17  Parishes  in  theDistrict, 
and  in  addition  from  litter  baskets  and  litter  bins  sited  along  the 
5i  miles  of  beach  frontage,  throughout  the  shopping  areas,  on  high¬ 
way  verges,  and  in  recreation  grounds. 

There  is  also  a  regular  collection  of  waste  paper  and  other 
salvage  from  shops  and  other  business  premises.  The  work  is 
carried  out  by  a  fleet  of  refuse  collection  vehicles  of  modern  design. 

(b)  House  Refuse  Disposal 

The  refuse  disposal  plant  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting,  has 
operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year,  it  is  here  that  the  whole 
of  the  refuse  from  Shoreham,  Southwick,  and  Portslade  Urban 
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District  Councils  and  the  Worthing  Rural  District  is  received, 
pulverised  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  the  valley  adjacent  to  the 
Depot. 

Controlled  tipping  operations  in  the  Parish  of  Poling  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year,  and  the  Tip  closed. 

(c)  Cesspools . 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  to  operate  success¬ 
fully  throughout  the  year. 

4.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in 
respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 

5.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS  OPEN  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

There  are  six  Swimming  Pools  in  the  District,  situated  respec¬ 
tively  at  Mallondene  Holiday  Hotel,  Broadm^rk  Lane,  Rustington; 
Rustington  House  School;  the  North  Lancing  County  Secondary 
Modern,  West  Preston  Manor,  East  Preston,  and  Sompting  Abbotts 
Schools;  and  Lancing  College. 

16  samples  of  pool  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  were 
satisfactory. 

The  water  in  all  the  pools  is  subject  to  chlorination;  in  three 
cases  it  is  continuously  filtered,  and  in  three  the  water  is  changed 
at  regular  intervals.

The  operation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop¬ 
ment  Act,  1960,  throughout  the  year  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
owners  of  sites  have  again  shown  their  complete  willingness  to 
co-operate,  and  have  provided  the  additional  amenities  required  by 
the  new  Site  Licence  conditions. 

During  the  year  91  visits  were  made  to  Camping  Sites  and  14 
to  individual  moveable  dwellings. 

There  are  nine  Camping  Sites  in  the  District,  with  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  764  caravans,  each  of  these  Sites  is  fully  provided  with  all 
the  amenities  normally  expected,  that  is  to  say,  sanitary  annexe 
comprising  baths,  washbasins,  water-borne  sanitation,  laundry 
facilities  and  drying  area,  metalled  roadways,  hard  standings,  ample 
waterpoints  from  the  public  mains  supply,  and,  in  nearly  all  cases, 
additional  amenities  in  the  form  of  canteens  and  games  rooms. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Twenty-two  inspections  have  been  made  at  premises  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  above  Act,  as  a  result  of  which  13  con¬ 
traventions  were  found,  all  from  the  burning  of  various  materials 
by  bonfire;  all  these  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily.

Four  samples  of  filling  material  were  submitted  for  analysis 
during  the  year;  two  were  found,  to  b©  satisfactory  and  two  unsatis¬ 
factory.  The  first  unsatisfactory  sample  had  a  chlorine  content 
of  38  parts  per  100,000,  and  the  second  a  chlorine  content  of  40 
parts  per  100,000.  As  a  result,  the  Council  authorised  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  proceedings  against  the  persons  responsible. 
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Subsequently,  in  the  course  of  the  preparation  of  the  case,  it 
was  found  that  the  Company  concerned  had  ceased  to  manufacture 
rag  flock,  and  in  these  circumstances  the  Council  decided  to  take 
no  further  action.

(4)  Meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  at  the 
only  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  is  disposed  of  for  manufacturing 
purposes. 

Food  premises  throughout  the  District  were  kept  under  con¬ 
stant  survey,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  again  received  full 
co-operation  from  proprietors  and  owners  of  food  premises  generally, 
in  their  efforts  to  secure  improvements  and  compliance  with  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  during  the  year.  It  was,  however,  necessary 
to  recommend  that  proceedings  be  taken  in  seven  cases  where  either 
extraneous  matters  were  found  in  articles  of  food,  or  the  food  was 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  details  are  set  out  below: — 
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(a) .  A  chocolate  iced  sponge  was  found  to  be  in  a  mouldy  con¬ 
dition.  After  consideration  of  all  the  facts  the  Council  recom. 
mended  that  no  proceedings  be  taken,  but  that  a  warning  be  given 
to  the  person  responsible. 

(b) .  Corned  beef  was  found  to  be  unsound  and  unwholesome 
due  to  decomposition,  the  cause  of  which  was  the  puncture  of  the 
canister  by  a  nail.  After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  circum¬ 
stances  the  Council  decided  that  a  warning  would  suffice  in  this 
case. 

(c) .  A  loaf  of  white  bread  was  found  tO'  contain  an  insect  baked 
into  the  body  of  the  loaf.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  there  had 
been  previous  instances  where  contraventions  of  the  Act  had 
occurred  in  respect  to  bread  from  the  Bakery  concerned,  the  Council 
decided  to  institute  proceedings. 

These  subsequently  took  place,  and  the  Firm  concerned  was 
fined  £10  and  the  Council  were  awarded  Ten  Guineas  costs. 

(d) .  A  report  was  received,  and,  on  an  investigation  being  made, 
a  tin  of  corned  beef  was  found  to  be  unsound  and  unwholesome 
due  to  decomposition,  the  canister  having  been  pierced  by  a  nail 
during  packing.  The  retailer  was  visited,  his  attention  drawn  to 
the  matter,  and  subsequently  the  Council  instructed  that  a  warning 
letter  be  sent  advising  him  that  the  Council  took  a  serious  view 
of  the  matter,  and  that  legal  proceedings  would  be  taken  in  respect 
of  any  future  occurrence. 

(e) .  Examination  of  a  loaf  of  bread  revealed  that  a  piece  of  wire 
had  been  baked  into  it.  The  owner  of  the  bakery  concerned  was 
informed  of  the  circumstances  and  claimed  that  he  could  not  under¬ 
stand  how  the  wire  came  to  be  baked  into  the  bread.  After  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  whole  of  the  circumstances  the  Council  instructed 
that  the  proprietors  be  informed  that  a  serious  view  was  taken  of 
this  matter,  and  that)  legal  proceedings  would  be  taken  in  respect  of 
any  offence  in  the  future. 

(f) .  A  packet  of  rice  was  found  to  contain  maggots.  A  full 
investigation  produced  no  further  evidence  of  infestation  in  other 
packets.  After  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  the  Council 
instructed  that  no  further  action  should  be  taken. 

(g) .  A  loaf  of  bread  was  found  to  contain  what  appeared  to  be 
a  portion  of  dough  mixed  with  dirty  grease,  it  having  been  baked 
into  the  loaf.  The  purchaser  concerned  in  the  matter  being  very 
eldery  and  infirm  and  quite  unable  to  give  evidence  in  a  case  which 
might  be  brought,  caused  the  Council  to  warn  the  Company  con¬ 
cerned  of  the  danger  of  these  careless  practices,  and  drawing  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  likely  result  of  further  legal  proceedings  against  them, 
again  emphasising  the  seriousness  of  the  matter. 
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The  Retailing  of  Quick  Frozen  Foods 

Following  upon  the  work  done  in  previous  years  it  has  been 
noticed  throughout  the  year  under  review  that  the  Code  of  Practice 
drawn  to  the  attention  of  persons  retailing  frozen  foods  has  been, 
generally  speaking,  adhered  to  in  all  its  requirements. 

Good  co-operation  from  retailers  was  again  received,  and  it 
was  only  necessary  to  remind  them  occasionally  to  regularly  check 
on  the  temperature  in  cabinets,  to  not  overstock  above  the  load 
lines,  and  to  defrost.
